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Purity Pays 

Dr. Desmond O'Neill, one of 
Britain’s best-known industrial 
psychiatrists, recently told a con- 
ference dealing with the health of 
executives that the job pleys only 
a minor part in building up an 
executive's tensions. He explained 
that the stresses come principally 
from “the battle for prestige (sta- 
tus seeking), rivalry with equals, 
too much red tape, loss of contact 
with his staff beneath and ‘drug 
addiction.’” The last point, which 
he called. “‘tension-producer plus,” 
was described by Dr. O'Neill as 
“the fag and the bottle,” that is 
“cigarettes and liquor.” These ten- 
sions result in about forty “dis- 
orders,’ half of them mental and 
emotional problems, the other half 
resulting in physical setbacks. 


Dr. O'Neill both described the 
answer to the problem as lying in 
a cleanup of personal habits, in 
guarding both office and home 
conduct, and in recognizing the 
tension. 

This is another reminder of Ga- 
latians 6:7, “Be not decewed; God 
is not mocked: for whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” The application of this 
truth is not limited to damnation 
and Hell for Christ-rejectors, but 
in everyday principles of our 
work-a-day world. Cigarettes and 
whiskey are “tension producers’ 
of major proportions which find 
their way with disastrous mental, 
emotional and physical results in 
the individual's life.

Miss Hopper quoted a lady in 
Mississippi as asking, “Has the 
industry been taken over by de- 
generates and demoralized people 
who think the average movie-goer 


of the past will watch these per- 
verted pictures forever? ... The 
American public is tired of TV but 
they are refusing to pay to see 
these movies filled with obscenity, 
profanity, drinking and excessive 
nudity, to say nothing of extreme 
violence.” 
A lady from North Hollywood 

a community made up largely of 
workers in the movie industry— 
was quoted as asking: “What 
must the rest of this tired old 
world think of us? Is it any won- 
der the Commies are making the 
advance they are?” 


A San Francisco mother wrote 
to object: “We are repulsed by the 
current ‘adult’ movies which ridi- 
cule the very standards we live 
for. We are sick of seeing pro- 
miscuity, prostitution, adultery 
and violence. As young parents we 
are deeply concerned: Is this al! 
we have to offer our children?” 


Perhaps the reason why this in- 
dustry, which has always stooped 
to depraved depths in glorifying 
sin, has recently redoubled and in- 
tensified its depravity is seen by 
a recent statement made by Hol- 
lywood actor Ronald Reagan, a 
man certainly in a position to 
know.

The American Negro 


at Congressman N. M. Mason (R.-IIl.) 


The American Negro has made 
more progress up the economic 
ladder in the last 100 years than 
any other race—white, yellow, or 
red—ever made in 1,000 years of 
history. From a condition of ab- 
solute slavery 100 years ago, the 
American Negro has risen to the 
point where he now fares better 
than many Europeans, better than 
any other members of the Negro 
race anywhere—better paid, bet- 
ter housed, and better educated. 
From slavery, ignorance, and life 
in primitive shacks, to an econom- 
ic status superior to the average 
Frenchman, the average Italian, 
and the average citizen of West 


Germany, the American Negro has 


traveled upward with seven-league 
boots. 

Today. the 19 million American 
Negroes have a total yearly in- 
come of more than $20 billion. 
This means, on an average, more 
than $1,000 a year for every 
Negro man, woman and child in 
the country. When we compare 
this with an average of $650° per 
person per year in Western Eu- 
rope; with an average of $850 per 
person per year in France and 


———$—— 


Western Germany; and with an 
average of $1,000 per person per 
year in Great Britain, our Ameri- 
can Negro is comparatively well 
off, 


In 1958 the American Negro 
who worked a full year earned a 
median income of $3,308, meaning 
that half the Negro workers re- 
ceived more than this and half 
received less. That is more than 
the $2,234 that the average work- 
er in Great Britain receives, and 
more than four times the esti- 
mated $800 that the average 
worker in the Soviet Union re- 
ceives. 

Twenty years ago the median 
income for the American Negro 
was $639, less than % what he 
receives today. Evolution, not 
revolution, has brought about this 
remarkable change in the status 
of the American Negro. Why in- 
terfere with the natural evolution- 
ary progress? 

The truth is that progress to- 
ward both politicar and economic 
equality under the law is one of 
the remarkable achievements of 
the Américan Negro. 
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Leather Carving 
One of our projects in the —— 


craftshop at Camp Willabay this 
past summer was leather carving. 
There were all kinds of leather 
objects « to~ make—eom ~- purses, 
wallets, autograph books and pic- 
ture holders, etc. The first few 
days of each camp session we had 
a class. in leather carving so that 
even the children who had never 
done leatherwork before would 
know exactly what to do. It was 
fun to watch the excitement with 
which the boys and girls started 


making gifts for all the folks at 
home. 

Most of the children listened 
very carefully as the instructions 
were given for dampening the 


leather and tracing the design to 
be carved. Those who did nearly 
always had smiles of pleasure 
when they saw the design they 
were about to carve neatly re- 
produced on the fresh, new slab 
of leather. Of course there were 
some who were always in such a 
hurry to see how everything 
would turn out that they did not 
trace slowly enough or carefully 
enough. They found that they had 
let the pattern slip so that the 
design was garbled or incomplete. 


Where the design had been care- 
fully copied, the next step—that 
of actually cutting the design into 
the leather—was usually not a 
difficult one. We showed each one 
exactly how to hold the tool, how 
deeply to cut, how to cut curves 
as well as straight edges. When 
the boys and girls took the time 
to practice a few strokes before 


being as short as they are, there 
are plenty of well-meaning bui 
misguided people willing to give 
them a hand.” 

At any rate, Khrushchev could 
not be any more pleased with Hol- 
lywood productions and what they 
are doing in demoralizing our na- 
tion than if he personally pro- 
duced each picture coming out of 
Hollywood. We can only hope and 
oray that America will wake up 
before it is too late!

actually cutting into their leather, 
all went well. Some did not have 
the skill of the others. and there 


were mistakes made here and 
there, but usually the mistakes 
could be camouflaged with the 
help of those of us who were 
teaching. 

The next step, which the chil- 
dren always enjoyed most, was 
that of stamping in the fine de- 
tails of the design—the back- 
ground, the delicate centers of the 
flowers, the veins of the leaves. 
Occasionally at this point, a child 


got so excited with all the fascin- 
ating shapes and styles of stamp- 
ing tools at his disposal that he 
wanted to experiment with them 
all. He completely disregarded the 
pattern he was following and filled 
all the available space on the 
leather with unrelated symbols, 
When this happened, the instruc- 
tor, no matter how skilled, usually 
had a hard time restoring the 
piece to any kind of usefulness, 
The child had sacrificed the beauty 


of the final project for the rather. 


fleeting pleasure of having “tried” 
everything. I always felt a little 
sad when this happened—not ohly 
because the money and time had 
been wasted, but because the child 
had missed the tremendous satis- 
faction of taking home something 
which he had made carefully and 
well, to be praised and admired 
by his loved ones at home. 


What an apt picture of our liveg 
and efforts! Our Heavenly Instruce 
tor has given us a perfect design 
to follow. Sometimes, even when 
the pattern—traced in the soft 
impressions of youth—is garbled, 
‘the Lord in mercy takes the carv- 
ing knife and cuts the design not 
as it is traced, but as it ought 
to be. Even the unskilled hand, 
when guided by His hand, can 
cut the pattern right. How sad it 
is when a life, having once been 
traced and cut to a design of 
usefulness and blessing, is then 
wantonly stamped with the sym- 
bols of self-will and sin. The 
pleasure of a little temporary ex- 
perimenting with sin has irretriev- 
ably spoiled the perfect piece. No 
matter how diligently one at- 
tempts to smooth over and blot 
out and minimize, the damage has 
been done; the scars will show.

Ministers, Churches 


And Riders

Times. | 


The Rev. Richard Gleason, 24- 
year-old Chicago minister who 
joined the “freedom riders’ and 
then said he wished he hadn't, 
now says he was “misquoted” by 
the newspapers. 

That is the old, old alibi, not 
only of politicians, but of others 
who get themselves into a jam 
through not having sense enough 
to say what they mean, or to know 
what they are talking about, 


Of course newspapers make mis- 
takes. The amazing thing about 
them is not the mistakes they 
make but the tremendous percent- 
age of accuracy in all that they 
print—when it is considered that 
first, the information. must be 
gathered; second, if it must be 
sifted to determine what is to be 
printed (a very small percentage 
of what is available): and then 
must be written, edited, headed, 
set in type, proofread, and printed 
to the extent of tens of thousands 
of words in every edition and de- 
livered over a tremendous geogra- 
phical area—all of this “under 
terrific pressure of time. 

But Mr. Gleason was not mis- 
quoted. 

Twelve reporters and the Chief 
of Police of Jackson, Mississippi, 
listened to his statements. The 12 
reporters took down his words in 
written notes. They have now 
compared their nofes and find that 
they are in agreement on the 
points at issue. Mr. Gleason said 
what they said he said. The Chief 
of Police confirmed them. 

Mr. Gleason said, in effect, in 
the original interview at Jackson, 
that he found atheists and un- 
desirables among the “freedom 
riders” and that if he had known 
their character in advance he 
would not have made the journey. 
He said he would take no more 
“freedom rides.”’ Later, in Chicago, 
Mr. Gleason. also was quoted as 
saying that he had been “threat- 


ened” as a result of his Jackson 
statements. His “I was. mis- 
quoted” statement came after his 
revelation of the “threatening.” 

The whole trouble about Mr. 
Gleason is that he is too young 
and immature intellectually to 
know what he’s dealing with in 
these “freedom rides.” Yet he 
thinks he is competent to tell oth- 
ers what they should do. 


Obviously, he is incapable of 
understanding the ultimate effect 
that could come from ministers 
participating in public law-viola- 
tion and in taking part in steps 
which clearly might incite rioting, 
blood-shed and killing. 

Further, while Mr. Gleason did 
find out the character of some of 
his co-riders in Alabama and Mis- 
Sissippi, apparently he did not find 
out all that was available. For 
example, he did: not mention the 
fact that James Peck, one of the 
white “freedom riders” and a 
leader in the Montgomery affair, 
is an ex-convict who served a fed- 
eral penitentiary sentence in this 
country for violation of the Selec- 
tive Service Act in World War II. 
He also served a 60-day federal 
jail sentence in Honolulu for viola- 
tion of. an injunction against inter- 
ference with American atomic 
tests on the island of Eniwetok. 


Another ex-convict among the 
“freedom riders’ Mr. Gleason may 
not have “learned about” is the 
Rev. James Lawson, a Negro 
preacher, who also served a fed- 
eral prison sentence for violation 
of the Selective Service Act in 
War II. 


Another leader in the group is a 
known communist fronter and ac- 
tive in pro-communist movements 
for many years. 

The “freedom riders” are too 
new as a movement to have had 
official sanction of national church 
organizations as yet, but the

in jail and a $500 fine for dis- 
turbing the peace ,.. the bishop 
said, ‘If I were a college student 
and younger, I too would be 
among the freedom riders.” Sena- 
tor Olin D. Johnson is quoted in 
the Pe ople 's World about the 
Freedom Riders, on July 8, 196] 
“There is a communist conspiracy 
behind the movement.” Senato) 
Strom Thurmond in same issue is 
quoted, that CORE, which spon- 
sors the Freedom Riders, “is it- 
self a communist infested organi- 
zation.”’

Protestant Episcopal Church, the 
commission’s report as yet having 
no higher approval, however. 

The United Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly a few days ago 
passed a resolution stating that it 
“commends and encourages’ the 
efforts to “bring about equality 
for all”; this presumably referring 
to the “freedom riders,” “sit-ins”’ 
and similar activities. 

The National] Council of 
Churches, acting through its Gen- 
eral Board (where 20 votes out of 
272 members constitute a 
quorum), also has approved the 
“sit-in” type of demonstration. The 
NCC is made up of 34 Protestant 
denominations which it publicly 
claims to “represent,” although 
it carefully avoids any contention 
of “committing” the 39,000,000 
members of the constituent de- 
nominations.

School is starting soon and we 
are glad! Most boys and girls are 
tired of reading and loafing, biking 
and fishing and playing baseball, 
and are really anxious to get back 
to school. 


Perhaps you are anxious for 
school to start only because you 
want to see friends who live too 
far away to see often during sum- 
mer vacation. Perhaps you want to 
see a favorite teacher. These things 
are good. But I hope you are 
anxious too to get back to school 
work and learning. 

When I was a girl I was always 
anxious for school to begin again 
in the fall, though I was as happy 
as any child when school had 
ended for the summer. But one 
fall I remember finding to my 
horror that I could scarcely write 
anymore. I always read lots in the 
summer time. Our own home was 
full of books, and we lived only 
a few blocks from the public 
library, and I always loved to read. 
During the summer I often read 
several books a week. But there 
was little need to write. I suppose 
I wrote a letter or two to a 
friend, and one to Grandmother 
Cooke to thank her for a birthday 
present. But weeks went by in 
which I hardly had to even write 
my name. What a shock it was to 
find that my writing, which had 
earned a writing certificate in the 
spring, was so terrible that I had 
to work hard to make it readable. 

And so you may find this week 
that your handwriting has slipped, 
or that you have forgotten the 
multiplication table. Then pitch 
right in, review with a will—oth- 
ers have forgotten too, and good 
teachers usually spend some time 
in reviewing. 

But did you just not learn last 
year what you should have? Then 
consider this a time of new begin- 
ning. You didn’t really learn the 
“five times —...-.- ’s” last year 
when it was assigned? Then this 
year, while others are reviewing, 
you can spend just a little more 
time, learn the tables really well. 
Tell the Lord you are sorry for 
your loafing last year, and He 
will help you to make up for lost 
time. 

Don’t you think Christian boys 
and girls should be the best stu- 
dents in the room? I do! Boys and 
girls who love Jesus can have a 
help that others do not have. A 
boy who loves Jesus should be 
better prepared for any day’s as- 
signment than one who has not 
trusted Him for salvation. 

Proverbs 1:7 says, “The fear of 


the Lord is the beginning of 
knowledge: but fools despise wis- 
dom and instruction.” And 
Proverbs 9:10 says, “The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wis- 
dom: and the knowledge of the 
holy is understanding.” 

Now have you ever been tempt- 
ed to cheat? If you call it by any 
other name it is just as bad. 
Surely a Christian should not be 
guilty of such a thing. If you have 
ever copied someone else’s paper 
on a homework assignment, or on 
a test, I hope you have asked the 
Lord’s forgiveness. Perhaps you 
ought also to ask the teacher to 
forgive you. 

But the hardest problem I ever 
faced about cheating may have 
bothered you, too. I usually knew 
my assignment, almost always did 
my homework. I don’t remember 
ever being strongly tempted to 
copy someone else’s paper on a 
test, partly because I knew it was 
wrong, and that I surely would be 
caught. Usually I was more sure 
of my own answers than of my 
neighbor’s. But how hard it is 
when a schoolmate pokes one and 
says, “Hey, what is the answer 
to question ten?” When this hap- 
pened to me I did know the an- 
swer to the question. And 
shouldn’t one help a friend? If I 
didn’t whisper back, the girl would 
be mad, wouldn’t she, and the 
teacher didn’t seem to be paying 
attention, anyhow. 


That class in American history 
was hard for a whole semester 
because that girl behind me was 
always asking for help on tests. 


Through the whole semester I 
ignored her pokings and whispers. 
How much better if, the first 


time she asked for help, I had 
met her after class saying, ‘““Nata- 
lie, I am sorry you didn’t know 
the answers on the test. I would 
like to help you, but I am a 
Christian, and don’t want to cheat. 
If you will come to my house after 
school I will be glad to help you 
Study so you can earn a good 
grade honestly.” Natalie would 
have felt friendlier, and I might 
have been able to win her to 
the Lord Jesus. I never did cheat 
school, I will be glad to help you 
the testimony I could have been. 


A new school year, perhaps a 
new teacher, probably some new 
clothes. But “Jesus Christ the 
same yesterday, and to day, and 
for ever.” Lean on Him, ask His 
help and serve Him with all your 
might.

Mr. Gibbons preached 
a fundamental, fiery message in 
his three-page letter. Some of 
the letter is confidential; other 
matters he would not mind our 
mentioning, I am sure, such 4s, 
“If you weren't the man you are, 
standing up for the Lord and 
truth, you would not get one cent 
of my money, and I just last 
month sent a general contribu- 
tion to you along with my prayers 
‘ and you will get my May 
contribution later this month.” 
He tells how just a little over a 
year ago he came out of a modern 
church: how he was led to tithe 
and was given a thousand dollar 
a year raise; how the Lord took 
care of two bills in the Legisla- 
ture that would have been detri- 
mental to his profession in Michi- 
gan.

I am anxious 
because the matters taught are 
so weighty. I earnestly pray that 
God will make the truths that 
are herein presented clear to 
every humble heart who willingly 
seeks to know what God has 
promised, and the things that 
“must shortly come to pass.” But 
there is a great joy in the telling 
of this story. My own heart has 
been so blessed in the long months 


' of preparation, study, prayer, and 


writing, that I cannot but feel 
that others likewise will be 
blessed. 


The burden of this book is this: 
Christ will return to this earth, 
restore Israel to Palestine and 
save them, and will establish 
again the throne of David, and 
from that throne rule over the 
entire earth; that this kingdom 
will be a literal kindom of a 
visible Christ reigning over a 
literal people; that eventually 
Heaven will be on this earth. 
Many other details of teaching 
will become clear as you fread. 
All I ask is that you give to the 
reading an open mind and a 
prayerful, humble heart, and that 
you will search the Scriptures to 
see whether these things are So. 

Two things particularly charac- 


terize this volume. The first is 
that nearly one line in three of 
the book is actual Scripture quo- 
tations. Many, many other Scrip- 
ture references are given. The 
whole matter must be settled by 
the Word of God. It is a book 
of Bible teaching. I trust and 
earnestly believe that this feature 
will make the book valuable to 
the well versed Bible scholar and 
at the same time understandable 
and rich to the beginning student 
who knows little of the Word of 
God. 


The other outstanding charac- 
teristic is that the Scriptures are 
taken at face value. I believe 
the Bible. I believe it says what 
it means. I believe that humble, 
prayerful hearts who approach 
the Word of God in reverent faith 
will find its treasures fully avail- 
able and each one may fill his 
vessel to the full. Worldly wis- 
dom is not sufficient, for God has 
hidden these things from the wise 
and prudent and revealed them 
unto babes. So we take the Scrip- 
tures at face value. “Israel” 
means Israel. “Jerusalem” means 
Jerusalem. “Forever” means for- 
ever. “A thousand years’ means 
a thousand years. All the prom- 
ises of God are “yea and amen.” 
If Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Moses, 
David, and the apostles believed 
the promises about the coming 
kingdom, then we may safely do 
the same. 


Some say the promised reign 
of Christ on the throne of David 
will never come to pass. Others 
say it began during His earthly 
ministry.

ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds,”— 
II John 9-11, 


Old Demetrius, who made silver 
shrines of Diana of the Ephesians 
and sold them to the duped fol- 
lowers, began to feel the effects 
of Paul’s preaching as he de- 
nounced her as a fraud, and the 
people stopped buying them. De- 
metrius lined up all the men en- 
gaged in selling these images of 
old sister Diana. They cried to 
the officials, “Our profits are be- 
ing affected by these men.” When 
religion ‘cuts off a man’s revenue, 
he is already a moral pauper, no 
matter if he’s a millionaire brok- 
er or a cellar crap-shooter. The 
officials delivered them to the 
jailer. 

The world must learn it can im- 
prison God’s messenger, but it 
cannot imprison God’s message. 
Sharpening your knife won’t cut 
off a sunbeam; stopping your ears 
when the alarm is turned in won't 
put out the fire; saying you don’t 
believe there is a hell doesn’t turn 
hell into a cold storage plant. 

At midnight, down in the prison 
dungeon, Paul began to sing. I 
wonder what songs he sang? Per- 
haps he sang, “I Have A Father 
in the Promised Land,” “Come 
Thou Fount of Every Blessing,” 
“I Am Bound for the Promised 
Land,” “Safe in the Arms of Je- 
sus,” or “There Is A Fountain 
Filled With Blood.” 

Never mind what they sang. I 
can imagine God saying to an 
angel, “Go down there quickly 
and help them.” The old jail began 
to rock like a ship at sea, the 
windows fell off, the doors flew 
open. The jailer, thinking all the 
prisoners had fled, sprang with 
drawn sword to kill himself, for 
the Roman law was this: if an 
officer allowed a prisoner to es- 
cape, he must pay for his negli- 
gence with his life. Paul cried out, 
“Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here.” The officer could not 
understand why they hadn’t beat 
it when they had a chance to 
make their get-a-way. So calling 
for a light he checked and double- 
checked, and when he learned they 
were all there, he cried out, in 
the words of my text, “What must 
I do to be saved?” 

What did Paul tell him to do? 
Corner the stock market? No! 
Graduate from _Ahe university? 
No! Be elected to congress? No! 
Turn over a new leaf? ”No! Be 
confirmed? No! Subscribe to the 
community chest? No! Keep the 
commandments? No! Be baptized? 
No! 

Paul told them what every true 
man of God will tell any sinner: 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” 


All Need to Be Saved 

Salvation means to be brought 
from a state or condition not 
favorable to our welfare or hap- 
piness into a condition which is 
favorable. The salvation of the 
Sick would mean their health, but 
the salvation mentioned here is 
from sin. 

Sin is the transgression of God’s 
law. Every sinnér is liable, in ac- 
cordance with the law which he 
has broken, to punishment that 
brings pain. Men shrink from the 
electric chair, the scaffold, or the 
prison walls. It’s not favorable to 
their welfare. 

The party who has the right 
and the power to inflict the pun- 
ishment also has the right and 
the power to state the terms upon 
which you can escape punishment. 
It’s God’s law that we sinners 
have broken; therefore, God pre- 
sents the terms upon which we 
can escape the penalty. 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ,” and you shall be saved 
from the punishment. Christ died 
for our sins. He came into the 
world to save sinners. Jesus did 
not come into this world to live 
as a saving example, but to die 
as a sin-offering for us. 

King Charles V was lent avast 
sum of money by a merchant in 
Antwerp. The note was due, but 
the king was bankrupt and unable 
to pay. The merchant gave a great 
banquet for the king. When all the 
guests were seated, and before 
the food was brought in, the mer- 
chant had a large platter placed 
on the table before him, and a 
fire lighted thereon; then taking 


the note out of his pocket he held 
it in the flames until it was burned 
to ashes. The king threw his arms 
around his benefactor and wept. 

We were all mortgaged to God. 
The debt was due, but we were 
unable to pay. Two thousand years 
ago God invited the world to the 
gospel feast, and in the crucifixion 
agonies of the cross of Jesus, God 
held your sins and mine until 
every last vestige of our guilt 
was consumed. 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ” as your substitute, and 
you shall be saved. 

There must first be conviction 
on your part that you are a sinner. 
This jailer came trembling. He 
knew he was lost, or he never 
would have asked, “What must I 
do to be saved?” You can do noth- 
ing but believe on Jesus Christ as 
your Saviour. No one will seek 
salvation unless he first realizes 
he is a lost sinner. In different 
individuals, this shows itself in 
different ways. 

First, there is evidence of your 
great need. Nicodemus was a 
ruler of the Jews, a very honorable 
man, a member of the Sanhedrin, 
and familiar with the Mosaic laws. 
He came to Jesus at night to 
talk with Him about his soul. 
When you realize that you are 
lost, no situation nor position in 
life will satisfy you Until you ac- 
cept Jesus as your Saviour. If you 
have a sense of your need, come 
to Jesus. He will satisfy. 

Years ago, in London, there was 
a large gathering of noted people, 
and among the invited guests was 
a famous preacher of his day, 
Caesar Milan. A young lady played 
and sang charmingly, and every 
one was thrilled. This preacher 
said to her: “I thought, as I 
listened to you, how you could 
help the cause of Christ if you 
would dedicate your talent to the 
church and sing gospel hymns.” 
She snapped out a rebuke for 
him to presume on such a course 
for her. He said, “Lady, I meant 
no offense. God can use conse- 
crated ability as well as the 
world.” They all returned to their 
homes. The young woman retired, 
but she could not sleep. The face 
of the preacher appeared before 
her, and his words rang through 
her mind. At two o’clock in the 
morning, she sprang from her 
bed, took a pencil and paper, and 
with tears dripping from her face, 
Charlotte Elliott wrote that fa- 
mous poem, 


Just as | am without one plea 

But that Thy blood was shed for me; 

And that Thou bidd’st me come to Thee, 
0 Lamb of God, | come, | come. 


Only God knows how many have 
been influenced to accept the Lord 
Jesus Christ through that inspired 
hymn. 

Someone says, “I am unworthy.” 
That’s a hopeful sign; all you 
need to do is cry out, “God be 
merciful to-me, a sinner.” 

Some are saved ffom great sins. 
All sins are great but Jesus made 
atonement for all of them. Accept 
Him .as your Saviour, and your 
guilt dissolves like ice in a sum- 
mer sea. 

Some have great consciousness 
of guilt, like a convict in the death 
house. I went to Sing Sing one 
time and preached to the men in 
the dining room; then I went into 
the death house. Twenty-two men 
were there, waiting to walk 
through the green door. In the 
lower row of cells, opposite the 
green door through which all had 
to walk to the electric chair, was 
Lieutenant Becker of the New 
York police department. I reached 
my hand through the door and 
said, “Good-bye, Lieutenant. May 
God give you strength for the 
sad day.’ He replied, “Billy, I 
will fight to the last trench.” He 
did, but he had to walk the “last 
mile.” 


With or Without Great Emo- 
tion One Who Trusts 
Christ Is Saved 


Some are emotional; they are 
demonstrative; they cry easily. 
Others are cool and show no emo- 
tion. I was preaching in Elgin, 
Illinois, when a man rushed down 
to the front. After shaking hands 
with me, he sat down on the 
front seat. Presently he dropped 
to his knees and then fell full 
length on the ground, crying and 
groaning and moaning aloud. I 


asked one of the ministers, “What’s 
the matter with that man?” He 
replied, “Oh, he’s all right. He is 
distressed because of his sins; he 
is getting right with the Lord.” 
A neatly dressed man came quietly 
down to the front, grasped my 
hand, and cooly and calmly said: 
“I accept Christ as my Saviour.” 


You see those two men had 


different temperaments, but they 


both found the same Saviour. I 
don’t care whether you cry or 
laugh or shout, so long as you 
come to Christ and are saved. 


Stanley, in his famous search 
for Livingstone, said he found 
natives in Africa that never knew 
they were black. They had never 
seen people of any other race or 
color. Stanley was the first white 
man they had ever seen. 


I know some things about sin 
and salvation now that I did not 
know when I was converted, but 
there are some things I never 
will know until I stand in the 
presence of God and walk the 
golden streets. 

The Bible says this jailer fell 
down before Paul. You cannot 
come to God without a sorrow on 
your part for your past. God is 
willing to forgive us, but we must 
move first by asking forgiveness; 
but the moment we ask forgive- 
ness, God meets us with a pardon. 

Some think they need new sur- 
roundings. You are wrong. Accept 
Jesus as your Saviour, and let 
your old companions in sin see 
what God can do with one who 
will trust Him. 

Here is a watch. It does not 
run. Would you say, “Give it new 
surroundings”? No; ‘You'd ‘say, 
“Give it a new mainspring.” 

In Russia, back in the days of 
her Romanoff glory, a father 
thought what his wayward son 
needed was new surroundings, so 
he used his influence and got 
him a lieutenant’s commission in 
the army. This was during the 
Crimean War, when England and 
France were allies against Russia. 
One evening this young man sat 
reviewing his life and was putting 
on paper his indebtedness as he 
recalled the amounts. When he 
totalled the figures the sum stag- 
gered him, and he wrote: “Who 
will pay all this mountain of 
debt?” He fell asleep. The Czar, 
walking among the soldiers, saw 
the son of his friend asleep, and 
picking up the paper read the sad 
words, “Who will pay all this 
mountain of debt?” The Czar 
wrote an order on the royal 
treasury, signed it, and sealed it 
with the signet ring of the House 
of Romanoff. 

You try to recall all the sins 
you have committed. They will 
pile up like a mountain. Then 
write, “Who will pay this moun- 
tain of sin?” and I will answer 


the question with one word, 
“Jesus!” 

Jesus paid it all, 

All to Him I owe; 

Sin had left a crimson stain, 
He washed it white as snow. 


The Jailer Gladly Claimed 
Christ Openly 

The jailer was converted; he 
was ¢hanged; he washed their 
stripes. At first he joyfully fasten- 
ed their hands and feet in the 
stocks; now he is trying to ease 
the pain. There must be a change 
to make us love that which God 
loves, and hate that which He 
hates. There is a physical nature 
and a spiritual nature. 

One man said to me, “The 
church is full of hypocrites.” I 
replied, “Yes; so is politics, so are 
the lodges, but they are not all 
hypocrites. Why don’t you give 
credit to those who are true?” 

Another man said, “I can go to 
heaven and not join a church.” I 
replied, “Yes; you can go to Eu- 
rope and not take a ship; the 
swimming is good, but the sharks 
are waiting for the fellow who 
takes that route.” 

The jailer was baptized. A man 
said, “Billy, I believe in immer- 
sion.” I said, “All right; allow 
me to administer the rites of bap- 
tism. I’m an ordained minister.” 

A lady said, “I can get nearer 
to God through the Episcopal 
Prayer Book.” I said, “Then use 
the Prayer Book, and God bless 
you!” 

Baptism does not save you; it’s 
the public expression that you 
have been saved. “Unto him that 
loved us, and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood.” It’s the 
blood of Jesus that saves. 

It’s a mistake to believe and not 


to confess: that is not obedience. 
Confession is better than coward- 
ice. Submission is better than 
stubbornness. 


Some shallow-pated souls who 
can make an arc light, blow as 
though they had created a sun. 
Some pile up a few bricks and 
then strut around as though they 
had created a mountain. They're 
like a skeptic who stood on Pike’s 
Peak on a cloudless day, and 
looking toward the sky, shook his 
fist and defiantly cried out: “If 
there is a God, let Him strike me 
dead with a flash of lightning out 
of a clear sky.” Just then a gn# 
flew down his throat and choked 
him to death. 


There’s little hope for the fel- 
low who hasn’t sense enough to 
beat it for the cellar when he sees 
the cyclone coming. 


The truth is, we all have a 
little yellow in our make-up. Now 
own up! Brave old Elijah ran 
like a scared deer when old Jeze- 
bel threatened his life. 


Many have kept their church 
membership secret, when their 
confession would have helped them 
and the church, too. + 


Some have smiled a sickly grin 
when someone has told a smutty 
story. They have never chirped 
when a crowd of scoffers has 
mocked God and Christ and the 
church. When they have been 
asked to stand up and show their 
colors, they have sneaked out like 
a renegade with the rabble. 

You cannot be saved if you will 
not give up your sins. We must 
choose between sin and Salvation. 

Here you are in the Devil's 
kingdom, and you are anxious to 
get out. In Bristol, Va.-Tenn., the 
city lies in the two states. The 
state line runs down through the 
center of Main Street. I preached 
there some years ago. A friend of 
mine was there, seated in front 
of a hotel on the Virginia side. He 
heard a man shout, “Stop, or I'll 
shoot!” Looking up, he saw a man 
with a drawn revolver. He asked, 
“What's the trouble?”’ The man 
questioned replied, “Oh, an officer 
from Tennessee is trying to ar- 
rest a man.” He followed the man 
across the street. My friend asked, 
“Why doesn’t he arrest him?” 
The citizen informed my friend 
that the city was in two states 
and that the man was outside 
the jurisdiction of the officer, for 
he had a Tennessee warrant which 
was of no value in Virginia. 

When you accept Jesus as your 
Saviour, that takes you out of 
the Devil’s kingdom, over the line 
into God’s kingdom, and you are 
safe, 


“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ” 

He is Lord. “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” That means 
His kingly office. Let Him reign 
over your life. Believe on Him 
as divine; believe on Him as the 
Son of God. 

He is Jesus. “Thou shalt call 
His name Jesus, for He shall save 
His people from their sins.” God 
with us, to stand by us. It takes 
that kind of a combination to 
save and to keep us. We have had 
plenty of guesses. We want some 
one who knows. We have had 
plenty of resolutions, enough to 
pave hell. Give us a Saviour with 
a sympathetic eye who can see 
what we are up against, with an 
arm as swift as lightning, to 
catch us when we stumble. 

Don’t give me an essay, but a 
Saviour. 

He is Christ. That’s His resur- 
rection name. He is at the right 
hand of God making intercession. 

He is Lord, because He rules; 
He is Jesus, because He saves; He 
is Christ, because He intercedes. 

After taking these steps, the 
jailer believed, rejoiced, and was 
baptized—he and all his house. 
So what you do will influence 
others likewise. 

My good friend, the late John 
Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, told 
me this story: 

One day he was riding through 
the highlands of Scotland when a 
terrific wind and rainstorm oOver- 
took him. He halted in front of 
a small thatched-roof cottage, and 
asked for shelter, which was 
granted him. He said he walked 
toward a chair to sit down, when 
the Scotch woman sprang between 
him and the chair. She raised both 
hands, and cried out, “Na, no, 
Mon! Dinna sit there.” He said 
he looked closely and saw a scarlet 
cord wrapped around the chair. 
She continued, “One day Her 


Majesty, Queen Victoria, was 
riding through the highlands like 
yourself, and a storm drove her 
into my cottage. She sat in that 
chair for one hour, while I gave 
her a cup of tea and a scone; 
and John and me said, ‘No one 
shall ever sit in that chair.’ Isn't 
it wonderful, Mon, Her Majesty, 
the queen, sat in that chair?” 


Years ago, Jesus came to take 
up His abode in my heart and 
life. I am honored. He is my 
guest, and will be until the end.

During the war between the 
states there was a band of organ- 
ized outlaws in the Southwest, 
composed of some of the most 
famous men of that class that ever 
infested this country. Their leader 
was a man named Quantrell. Their 
hide-outs were in the hill country, 
adjacent to Kansas City. They 
would sweep across the boundary 
line into Kansas, rob, and burn, 
To counter-act their pillages, the 
Kansas Red Legs was organized. 
The orders were, “Shoot them on 
sight, and explain afterwards.” 
One time a portion of them were 
captured. A long trench was dug; 
they were lined up, hands and 
legs tied, and eyes bandaged. The 
firing squad was forming. An of- 
ficer who was in command of the 
firing squad was one the chief 
usher in one of my meetings, and 
told me the particulars. He said 
that a young man suddenly rushed 
out of the underbrush, calling, 
“Wait! wait!” He was covered by 
the guns of the firing squad as he 
approached the officer in charge. 
Pointing to a man in the line who 
was waiting to be shot, he said: 
“Let me take his place. I am 
guilty.” (The band had burned the 
city of Lawrence, Kansas, now 
the seat of the University of 
Kansas.) The young man con- 
tinued “That man has a wife and 
four children; I am alone; no one 
will ever miss me.” After a con- 
Sultation, the officers decided to 
do it. They cut the ropes and said 
to the man, “Go! you are free!” 
The volunteer was put in his place, 
and fell dead before the firing 
squad, 

At the close of the war, Major 


Whittle was walking through a 
graveyard in the section. He saw 
a man sitting by a grave, and 
said to him, “Your son?” The 
man answered, “No!”

When I preached in Selma, Cali- 
fornia, a woman told me that her 
farm back in Missouri was within 
one mile of that graveyard; an- 
other said that the man whose 
place the boy had taken was her 
school-teacher; and still another 
one told me that he was a cousin, 

I say, “Sacred to the memory of 
Jesus Christ. He took my place! 
He died for me?!’

‘New Book on the Flood 
The Genesis Flood: The Biblical Record and Its 
- Scientific Implications. By Henry M. Morris 


' and John C, Witcomb, dr. 


* Reviewed by Evangelist Walt Handford, Assistant Editor 


This book, The Genesis Flood, 
by Whitcomb and Morris is ‘one 
of the finest books on the relation- 
ship of science and the Bible to 
come off the press in recent years. 
It is the most careful, complete, 

scholarly presentation of flood 
Peology ever presented, 
opinion. The writers’ have done an 


almost infinite amount of research: 


and present their views with a 
wealth of pictures and thorough 


documentation. The book sets out! 


to harmonize the evidences of 
geology with the Genesis flood. 
John C. Whitcomb, Jr., one of the 
authors, is professor of Old Testa- 
ment at Grace Theological Semin- 
ary in Winona Lake, Indiana. He 
holds a Th. D. degree. Henry M. 
Morris, the companion author, is 
professor and head of the depart- 
ment of Civil Engineering at Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute, Blacks- 
burg, Virginia. He holds a Ph. D. 
degree. 

' This book is a “must” book 
for attyone interested in the re- 
lationship between science and the 
Scriptures. The authors hold a 
very reverent attitude toward a 
verbally inspired and literally in- 
terpreted Bible. It is refreshing 
to find men who are unwilling 
to try to change the Bible to fit 
science. The book is divided into 


seven major sections plus two 
appendices. 
The divisions are, 1. “Basic Ar- 


guments for a Universal Flood,” 
2. “Basic Arguments Against an 
Anthropologically Universal 
Flood,” 3. “Basic Non-Geological 
Arguments Against a Universal 
Flood,” 4. “Uniformitarianism and 
the Flood: a Study of Attempted 
Harmonizations,” 5. “Modern 
Geology and the Deluge,” 6. “A 
Scriptural Framework for Histor- 
ical Geology,” 7. “Problems in Bib- 
lical Geology.” The two Appen- 
dices are titled, “Paleontology 
and the Edenic Curse,” and “Gen- 
esis 11 and the Date of the Flood.” 


The section of the book dealing 
with the Bible necessity of the 
universal fleod is excellent. It 
deals in great detail with what 
the Bible teaches about the flood 


including the New Testament 
verifications of the universal 
. Another section which is 


handled unusually well is that dis- 
proving the  wuniformitarianism 
theory of geology. This theory 
holds that all geologic processes 
have continued at the same rate 


in my 


without any miracle of God such 


_ * 


as creation or the flood. Uniformi- 
tarianism has been one of the -big- 
gest tools in the hands of: the 
evolutionists to seek to explain 


} away any scientific information in 


the Bible. The section is an ex- 
cellent treatment of this uniformi- 
tarianism theory showing its com- 
plete inadequacy to explain geo- 
logic facts. This is the very heart 
of modern scientific theory and 
will make the book unacceptable 
to those who worship this “sacred 
cow.” 

The . section dealing with the 
so-called geologic time clocks is 
also very interesting. These are 
the various dating methods by 
which scientists have placed man 
back well over a million years. In- 
cluded in this discussion are the 
rather recent carbon fourteen and 
lead-uranium systems of geologic 
dating. The authors claim that 
reliable dating methods point to 
a very recent date for man’s 
creation and that dating methods 
claiming otherwise are not proven. 

Another important feature of 
the book is a very much needed 
answer to Bernard Ramm’s book, 
A Christian View of Science and 
the Scripture, in which he makes 
drastic concessions to science and 
explains away any literal inter- 
pretation of the creation and flood 
accounts in the Bible. The position 
of Ramm ard Dr. Russell Mixter 
of Wheaton College on a local 
flood rather than a universal. one 
is especially well answered. 

The only area in which I felt 
the authors made unnecessary 
concessions was in the section on 
the genealogies. In this case the 
authors accept gaps in the gene- 
alogies of Genesis 5 and 11 which 
I do not think is necessary nor 
wise. They are very careful, how- 
ever, to point out that it is im- 
possible to stretch these genealo- 
gies to put the creation of man 
back hundreds of thousands of 
years as some evangelical Chris- 
tians are claiming today. 

Here is a book that ought to 
be in the hands of every serious 
Bible student who is interested 
in the relation of science and the 
Scriptures. It has 518 pages, is 
published by the Presbyterian and 
Reformed Publishing Company, 
and is thoroughly indexed and con- 
tains a wealth of illustrations. The 
price of the book is $8.95 and is 
available from the Sword of the 
Lord Foundation, Box 420, Whea- 
ton, Ill.

You would 
tell me to take the million-dollar 
diamond necklace and fling it to 
the winds of the desert, for the 
most precious thing in the world 
to you would be a loaf of. bread 
and a bottle of water, with an in- 
trinsic value of perhaps less than 
twenty-five cents. And why? Be- 
cause it is the one thing im all 
the world thtit meets your awful 
need. 

Now, these five precious things 
in the epistles of Peter are pre- 
cious because the Person involved 
is the only One in all the world 
who can meet the sinner’s awful 
need and bring these precious 
things to him. 

‘Thus far in our discussion we 
yhve been talking about precious 

ings. We desire, at this point, 
to draw your attention to the fact 
that these “things,” like all else 
we get from God, are not just so 
many “things,’’ but are represent- 


ed 
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ed in and deposited in a precious 
Person. With this in mind, then, 
let us look-at these precious gems. 


I. Christ Is Precious Because 
of His Person 


“Unto you therefore which be- 
lieve he is precious.” What saint 
of God through all the centuries 
would deny the truth of that 
statement? The Lord Jesus Christ 
is precious to God the Father. He 
is the Foundation of all His uni- 
verse. He is the Consummation of 
all his purposes. He is the Carpen- 
ter of all His creation. He is the 
Perfection of all His redemption. 
He is the Throne-Sitter in the 
midst of His government. He com- 
pletely satisfies God the Father. 


The Lord Jesus Christ is pre- 
cious to every believer.

II. Christ Is Precious Because 
He Is the Only One Who 
Can Save Us! 

When we move from sinnerhood 
to sainthood; when we move out 
of lostness into savedness, we can 
do so only through this one Per- 
son. There is no other. 

Christ is the only starting point 
as we move from earth to Heaven. 
We cannot detour Him. The per- 
son who does so will find himself 
at the wrong destination. No mat- 
ter what good cargo he may have 
on board in his life, it will do him 
no good if he is traveling on the 
wrong road. And he is traveling 
on the wrong road if he has de- 
toured Christ on his way to Heav- 
en. 

You do not start for Heaven 
from a baptismal font in infancy. 
You do not start for Heaven from 
a baptistry in adulthood. You may 
be baptized so many times that 
every minnow in the brook knows 
you when he sees you coming, and 
you can still be on your way to 
an endless Hell. (If you are saved 
and wish to be an obedient child 
of God you will be baptized. But 
you are baptized because you are 
saved and not in order to become 
saved.) 

You do not start for Heaven 
with a rosary and seven “Hail 
Mary’s.” You do not start for 
Heaven from good works. There is 
only one place in all this universe 
where you can start for Heaven. 
That place is the Person of Christ. 
And that it is so, is forever settled 
by Christ’s own statement on the 
matter. In John 14:6 He declared 
that He is the “way” and that 
“no man cometh unto the Father” 
but by Him. In John 10:9 He de- 


=‘ 


clared that He is the “door” and 
that all who try to get in apart 
from the door are thieves and 
hirelings. 

No, dear friends, there is only 
one door and only one way and 
Christ is both of them. Miss Him 
and you have missed Heaven. 
Since Christ is the only One who 
can. get us to Heaven, He is pre-

Til, Christ Is Precious Because 


of the Faith He Bestows 

In Il Peter 1: we read that 
we have “obtained like precious 
faith.” In Hebrews 12:2 we read 


that the Lord Jesus Christ is the 


“author and finisher of our faith.” 
We sometimes hear a great deal 
about “our faith.” We pray and 
testify as though this faith of 
which we speak were something 


which we had created, We pride 


ourselves on our great faith. But 
we should never forget that not 
a single one of us could ever have 
had an ounce of faith had it not 
been given to us by the Lord Him- 
self. 


Pray tell me—how much faith 
can a dead man exercise in any- 
thing? And we are dead in tres- 
passes and in sins. We are just 
as dead to God in the realm of the 
spiritual, as a corpse is dead to 
its surroundings. An unsaved and 
unregenerated man has absolutely 
no power to exercise faith in any- 
thing which pertains to God. Un- 


less the Lord Jesus Christ Him- 


self grants the power of faith to 
a dead soul, it can never exercise 
saving faith. 


In Ephesians 2:8 we read, “For 
by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: 
it is the gift of God.” We have 
heard scores of arguments among 
theologians as to what constitutes 
“the gift of God” in this particular 
passage. One group declares that 
it is grace. Another declares it is 
faith which is the gift. To us the 
question is not even open to de- 
bate. The gift of God of Ephesians 
2:8 is without question the faith 
by which we gear into the grace 
which saves. If it is the gracé 
which is the gift, then why _say 
“and that not of yourselves”? 
The minute we say “grace” we 
have already said “and that not of 
ourselves.” So why repeat it? But 
this faith of which the text speaks 
is also not of ourselves; but $e- 
cause man is determined to také 
pride even in his faith, therefore 
the Spirit of God arrests him and 
says, ‘No, not even your faith is 
of yourself. It is the gift of God.’ 

Now, this faith is a precious 
thing. 

It has pleased God to confine 
salvation within the limits of faith. 
Salvation cannot be entered into

by any system of works, neither 
is it faith plus works. Since salva- 
tion, then, in all of its fullness 
and implications for time and_eter- 
nity, can only be entered into by 
the exercise of faith, and since it 
is the only thing which can gear 
us into Calvary, how precious it 
becomes! Without it only the 
burning sands and the endless 
doom of an eternal Sahara await 
me. With it there is life, and life 
forever. How precious, then, is the 
Lord Jesus Christ who stands at 
the side of a soul dead in tres- 
Passes and sin and speaks into 
that soul the power of saving 
faith. 


Saving faith in Christ is not 
standard equipment. Peter tells 
us we “obtained” it. Paul tells us 
it is a gift from God. 


IV. Christ Is Precious Because 
He Sustains Us in the 
Hour of Trial 

“The trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth.” The faith which 
we claim to possess must under- 
go the fires of testing; not in order 
to prove to God whether we actu- 
ally possess it or not, but in or- 
der to prove to men that we actu- 
ally have this saving faith. 


According to the fourth chap- 
ter of Romans, God needed no 
works on the part of Abraham to 
prove that he had faith. But ac- 
cording to the second chapter of 
James, Abraham did have to justi- 
fy his claim to faith before the 
eyes of his fellow men, and this 
he did by works. Few men ever 
had their faith tried as did Abra- 
ham, but there was. sustaining 
grace in the hour of his deepest 
need. 


Our text in Peter declares that 
the trial of our. faith is some- 
thing akin to the trial of gold. 
What makes gold precious? The 
trial through which it passes. 
None of us would give a nickel a 
trainload for gold ore if there were 
no way known whereby the metal 
could be extracted. from the ore. 
The thing that makes gold pre- 
cious is the cracking, crushing, 
smelting, fiery process through 
which it passes. It is the same 
with our faith. The thing which 
makes our profession of faith 
worth anything at all is whether 
or not it stands up under trial. 
The world outside is not inter- 
ested, even to the extent of a 
nickel a trainload, in our mere 
professions of faith in Christ. 
What they want to know is, “Does 
it work?” 


It is easy for us to stand up in 


prayer meeting and say: “Jesus 
Christ is all the world to me. He 
is my Saviour, Keeper, Guide, 


Helper and Friend. He will never 
leave me nor forsake me, and I 
can bear all things with Him.” 
But what -about that faith the 
next day? How about it, house- 
wife, when an overload’*in the 
washer blows the last fuse in the 
house; and. in the hurry and ex- 
citement of the morning the bread 
burns in the oven; and about the 
time the kiddies come from school, 
sent home by the school nurse 
with a note that one has the mea- 
sles and the other the whooping 
cough? Does your faith go to 
pieces, or does it shine like a 
stream of pure gold? 


How about you, father, when 
‘the boss says this is the last day 
at the mill, and with a little pay- 
check you go home to face gro- 
cery and hospital bills? Does your 
faith crack and crumble, or does 
it glisten like a stream of pure 
gold? 

How about you, Christian par- 
ent, when the little one is carried 
to the cemetery and the fragrance 
of its sweet little life is no longer 
in the home? Does the world 
around you see the same sad hope- 
lessness and despair, the same 
hard criticism of God’s love that 
they would find in the home of 
a Bob Ingersoll or a Voltaire? Or 
do they see, even in the glisten- 
ing tears, the shining stream of 
pure gold which says in effect, 
“Tt’s all right. We have a Heav- 
enly Father too good to be un- 
kind and too wise to make mis- 
takes.” 


It was my privilege to see the 
mighty Akron, the pride of the 
United States Navy, while it was 
being built in that great hanger 


in Akron, Ohio. What a dirigible 
it was! Nearly 800 feet long, al- 
most 150 feet through, accom- 
modating a crew of 75 men and 
many passengers, together with 
six fully-equipped airplanes inside 
it. It was a thing of beauty. One 
day Mr. Goodyear said to Uncle 
Sam, “The ship is ready. Five 
million dollars, please.’”’ Uncle Sam 
stroked his beard and said: “Well, 
it looks nice, and the claims you 
make for it are wonderful; but 
Mr. Goodyear, it has never been 
outside this building. It has nev- 
er felt the blast of storm, or seen 
the flash of lightning. Take this 
ship out, nose it up into the sky, 
tear its throttles wide open, sud- 
denly bring it out on even keel. 
Take it out into the sunshine; 
take it out into the dark of night; 
take it over the land and over the 
sea; push it into that thunderhead 
coming up over the horizon; let 
the blasts of storm beat upon it, 
and the flashing lightning hiss 
about it. If it can stand up under 
these trials, then your check is 
ready.” 

And so the world speaks to the 
Christian. This thing called faith, 
which we talk so much about in 
the sheltered “hanger” of the 
prayer meeting room, must be put 
into the furnaces of trial; and 
when the world sees the form of 
One like unto the Son of God 
walking with us in the trial, then, 
and not until then, will they want 
what we have. 


Again and again our faith will 
take us into the lion’s den, but if 
the world sees the lions trans- 
formed into pillows for our heads, 
they will want what we have. 
And how does the Christian find 
it possible to pass through the 
fiery furnaces and the lion’s den? 
Because the Lord Jesus Christ has 
said: “When thou passest through 
the waters, I will be with thee; 
and through the rivers, they shall 
not overflow thee: when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou 
shalt not be burned: neither shall 
the flame kindle upon thee. For I 


am the Lord thy God... . Fear 
not: for I am with thee” (Isa. 
43 :2-5). 


Don’t back away from the trials. 
Don't detour the hard stretches 
of the Christian highway and seek 
the easier paths. 


It is the glad testimony of my 
dear wife and me that it has been 
in the darkest hours of our lives 
that we have seen the clearest 
visions of His loveliness. It was 
when the fires were hottest and 
the waters highest that He be- 
eame the most precious. Together 
we learned things about Christ in 
the shadows that we never could 
have known in the sunshine. Don’t 
detour the trials if you really 
want to know how precious He is. 


V. Christ Is Precious Because 
of His Promises 

“Exceeding great and precious 
promises: that by these ye might 
be partakers of the divine nature.”’ 
Every promise of God is based up- 
on four unshakeable pillars. First, 
God’s Holiness will not suffer Him 
to deceive. Second, God's Grdce 
will not suffer Him to forget. 
Third, God’s Truth will not suf- 
fer Him to change. Fourth, God's 
Power will not suffer Him to fail. 

The promises of the Lord Jesus 
Christ are manifold, and each one 
of them is a precious promise be- 
cause they come from the lips of 
a precious Person. They admit us 
to a precious possession. They en- 
title us to a precious position, and 
they make us partakers of His 
own precious nature. 


VI. Christ Is Precious Because 
of Calvary 

“Redeemed—with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a Lamb 
without blemish and_ without 
spot.’”’” The blood of Jesus Christ 
is precious because it is the only 
thing that can buy our poor, lost 
souls out of the market place of 
sin. 

The blood of Christ is precious 
because it is the only thing that 
meets our need of redemption, The 
modernists may claim that the 
One who died upon the cross was 
a mere man if they please. They 
may say that His death was a 
mere accident; that He was 
caught in the whirling cogs of the 
social, political, and religious ma- 
chinery of His day, and ground

but he was speaking to individuals. 
The Holy Spirit moves into the 
body of a Christian when he is 
saved. “What? know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost, which is in you, which 
ye have of God, and ye are not 
your own? For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify 
God in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s” (I Cor. 
6:19, 20). 

You say, “My Protestant friends 
do not seem to be able to see the 
necessity for having an organiza- 
tion, with a ruling authority in the 
greatest institution on earth.” But 
you use the term “institution” in 
an unscriptural sense. The Bible 
does not even mention such an 
“institution.” And you are trying 
to settle by human argument a 
matter which was brought on by 
human tradition, when if God had 
intended any such authority in an 
organization, that is, an organiza- 
tion which could save or damn, 
could forgive or not forgive, which 
could tell people whether they 
could read the Bible or not, 
whether they could follow the Bi- 
ble or not—if God had wanted to 
put any such authority in an or- 
ganization, He could have done so. 
He did not. The Bible never men- 
tions anything of the kind. 


You see, the trouble is you want 
a human authority, a man, to boss 
this matter when God wants the 
Holy Spirit to boss. You want that 
authority to reach down so a 
priest can telle people what they 
can do and what they cannot do, 
and God wants: the Holy Spirit 
to dwell in the body of every be- 
liever and tell him what to do. 
And then you speak about “chaos” 
and say, “That is the situation in 
Protestantism today—‘a house dli- 
vided against itself.’”’ And you 
speak about ‘the Presbyterian 
branch.” Again, you are using the 
term church in a wholly unscrip- 
tural sense not even thought of in 
the Bible. And Protestantism is 
not a church in the Bible sense 
any more than the Catholic or- 
ganization is a church in the Bible 
sense. 


2. Christians Who Set Out to 
Live by the Bible Have a 
Warm Bible Christianity 

and Spiritual Unity Ut- 
terly Unknown by 
Catholics 
You talk with no knowledge of 
the -facts when you speak about 

“chaos” among Bible believers. No, 

there is a chaos if you mean that 

there are many cults who, like 

Roman Catholics, set up some 

other standard to follow besides 


to pieces, an unfortunate martyr. 
But to us He is the eternal Son 
of God, and on that cross God 
takes every drop of His precious 
blood and turns it into the coin 
for the purchase of our souls. 
It is the only coin in the realm 
that can meet our need! 


The blood of Christ is precious 
because it meets our need of safe- 
ty. What good would it do if we 
were purchased out of the mar- 
ket place of sin only to stand for- 
ever in danger of being taken back 
captive by the Devil? We not 
only need salvation, but we need 
safety as well, and the same pre- 
cious blood which took us out 
from under the curse and slavery 
of sin is able to keep us out. John 
10:28 stands forever as .the as- 
surance of the precious Christ as 
to the eternal efficacy of His pre- 
cious blood. 

The blood of Christ is precious 
because it meets our need of 
cleansing. It is not enough that 
we should be saved and made for- 
ever a child of God. Provision 
must be made for cleansing from 
the contamination of sin. Just be- 
cause your four-year-old son is 
precious, that does not give him 
the privilege of coming from the 
mud puddles of the back yard to 
the silky mohair of the davenport, 
or the ivory keys of the piano. 
Somewhere between the back yard 
and the living room furniture he 
must be introduced to the bath 
tub; and so it is with the child of 
God! “If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 
“But if we walk in the light, as

punity, 


the Bible. Some groups who call 
themselves Protestant do not be- 
lieve in the virgin birth, and others, 
like Catholics, say they believe 
in the virgin birth, but they do 
not believe in salvation by per- 
sonal faith in Christ. Of course, 
that is confusion whether among 
Catholics or Protestants, but it 
is not brought on by following 
the Bible, but rather by rejecting 
the Bible. Those who follow the 
Book of Mormon or Mrs. Mary 
Baker Eddy’s writings, or who 
follow the “scientific” unbelief of 
religious liberals, or the traditions 
and rulings of the church among 
Catholics—these all, whether 
Protestants or Catholics, are in 
confusion, and of course do not 
represent Bible Christianity. 


However, there is a remarkable 
very easily demonstrated 
and known by millions of Chris- 
tians, among Bible believers. It 
is a foolish saying of infidels that 
there “are some three hundred 
denominations and everybody un- 
derstands the Bible differently.” 
The simple truth is that all the 
principal groups of Christians in 
the world who bow to no authori- 
ty but the Bible authority do agree 
on all the principal doctrines in 
the Bible. Christians from a hun- 
dred different denominations, I 
suppose, from year to year attend 
Moody Bible Institute, or the Bi- 
ble Institute of Los Angeles, or 
other fundamental Bible institutes 
where the authority of the Word 
of God is held up always above 
any other source of doctrine, above 
any authority of denomination or 
pope or bishop or council or card- 
inals or priests. 


I am editor of an interdenomi- 
national Christian magazine. We 
have, among those who read THE 
SworpD OF THE Lorp regularly, al- 
most every kind of divergent de- 
nomination from priests in the 
Filipino Catholic Church to those 
from all principal Protestant 
bodies. I received the other day 
a most fervent, brotherly letter 
from a Lutheran minister. He 
sprinkles babies; he has a liturgy 
and there are other minor matters 
on which we would differ. But on 
the great issues of the verbally 
inspired Bible, the deity of Christ, 
His virgin birth, His blood atone- 
ment, His bodily resurrection, on 
the need for a new birth, on Heav- 
en and Hell, we feel as brothers. 


I have held great city-wide 
campaigns in Chicago, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Seattle, Miami, and 


elsewhere, with representatives of 
the principal Protestant groups 
taking part in those meetings, 
with the simple stipulation that 
they must be men who believed 
the Bible and the essentials of the 
Christian faith. And so Baptists, 
Presbyterians, Nazarenes, Pente- 
costalists, Mennonites, Episco- 
polians, and many others have par- 
ticipated in those meetings. The 


one simple essential we agreed 
on was that the Bible was the 
Word of God and was the supreme 
authority and the Christ of the 
Bible is all He claimed to be. So 
such people naturally agreed on 
the great doctrines of the Bible, 
the verbal inspiration, the" Ceity 
of Christ, His virgin birth, His 
blood atonement, His bodily resur- 
rection, His miracles, and the need: 
for regeneration, salvation by 
faith in Christ, Heaven and Hell, 
etc. It is a foolish and insincere 
fiction to suppose that there is 
a chaos among Bible-believing 
Christians, That simply is not so, 


You understand, of course, there 
were many, many who could not 
properly take part in such a cam- 
paign with me as a preacher and 
they would not have been wel- 
come. That would include all those 
false cults who have some other 
authority besides the Bible. Mor- 
mons would not fit in, nor Chris- 
tian Scientists, nor Catholics, nor 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, because all 
of these have sources other than 
the fundamental center of a 
Christian unity, the Bible. They 
would not agree in doctrine be 
cause they get their doctrines out 
of human tradition or the writings 
of Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, or the 
Book of Mormon, or the books of 
Judge Rutherford, instead of from 
the Bible. I am saying simply that 
the Holy Spirit living in the bodies 
of Christians who believe the Bible 
and go to the Bible for authority 
have more unity than would be 
possible in a great organization 
such as the Catholic Church where 
the authority is supposed to re 
side in the church (meaning liter- 
ally in the priesthood and not in 
the congregations). 

I preached the Gospel in the 
First Presbyterian Church in In- 
chon, Korea, where General Mc- 
Arthur made his famous landing 
in the Korean War. In that foreign 
country, speaking through an in- 
terpreter, standing barefooted up- 
on a pillow, preaching to people 
who sat cross-legged on a polished 


floor, I found exactly the same 
sweet unity of spirit, the same 
brotherly love that I found with 


Christians in Bombay and Madras, 
India, in Karuizawa, Japan, and 
as I found in great united meet- 
ings all over America. 

The other day a Catholic man 
who had lost his wife and was 
disconsolate and now for three 
years had been trying to raise 
his children alone, found that he, 
too, had this same unity with 
other Bible-believing Christians, 
He went regularly to the Catholic 
Church and to no other, but he 
said, “It was like a trip to the 
corner store, with no _ spiritual 
help.” His hungry heart reached 
out for something and he began 
to-read the Bible at home to hig 
children. He began to listen to 
my broadcast. His heart began 
to seek for a personal acquaint- 
ance with Jesus Christ. He wrote 
to me pleading for prayers and 
help. Some godly people went to

There was no water to drink, and they were thirsty. God told Moses, 
in Exodus 17:5 and 6 to take his rod and smite the rock in Horeb. 
When he struck it, God said, water would come out of it, and the 
people could drink. Moses did as God commanded, and the thirst of 


the people was assuaged. 


Months later, the children of Israel again thirsted, complaining 
bitterly, as though God had nev er before furnished water in the wilder- 
ness. God said, in Numbers 20:8, “Speak ye unto the rock.” But Moses 
was angry because of the perpetual complaining, and he smote the 
rock in anger. Again the water gushed forth, and the thirst of the 
people was satisfied.

he is in the. light, we have fel- 
lowship one with another; and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin” (I John 
1:7). Some day the Lord Jesus 
Christ, through the cleansing pow- 
er of that precious blood, is going 
to present each one of us before 
the face of His Father without 
“spot, or wrinkle, or any such 
thing’ (Eph. 5:27). 

The blood of Christ is precious 
because it meets our need of inter- 
cession. There must be something 
which forever pleads for us in the 
presence of a holy God, and ac- 
cording to Hebrews 12:24 we are 
told that it is Jesus and His pre- 
cious blood which thus stand and 
speak for us in Heaven. 

The blood of Jesus Christ is pre- 
cious because it meets our need 


of peace. The Spirit of God in 
Colossians 1:20 tells us that the 
‘Lord Jesus Christ hath made 
peace by the blood of His cross. 


This is a twofold peace. Romans 
5:1 tells us of a peace with God. 
Philippians 4:7 tells us of the 
peace of God. The first is the 
peace which the rebel enters into 
when he lays down his weapons 
of warfare.and accepts the peace 
terms of Calvary. The second is 
the peace that characterizes God 
Himself. It is that peace which 
it is the privilege of every believ- 
er to enter into.

The blood of Jesus Christ is pre- 
cious because it meets our need 
for daily victory. “And they over- 
came him by the blood of. the 
Lamb . , (Rev. 12:11).

Sin dies in its presence. Death is 
robbed of its sting; the grave of 
its victory. One drop of it would 
empty Hell, and it has opened 
forever the gates of Heaven to 
those who accept it.

9:11). “After this I beheld, and, 
lo, a great multitude, which no 
man could number... .” (Rev. 
7:9). What a number! Yea, a 
number so great that it becomes 
numberless; and yet each single 
individual in all of that mighty 
throng is there because he was 
purchased by the precious blood. - 

Remember that every soul. in 
that throng is worth more than 
all of this mighty mass of wealth, 
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and yet the blood. of Jesus Christ 
was so precious that it had in it 
the purchasing power of these 
uncounted millions of souls, each 
one worth more than the whole 
world. Gladly we take our stand 
with Peter of old, and say, “The 
Precious Blood!” 
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see him; they read together from 
the Bible and he was taught to 
look to Jesus who died to save 
sinners. On his knees he trusted 
Christ and took Him as Saviour 
and, oh, how happy he has been 
Since! Mark you, this happiness, 
this union of heart with other 
Christians, did not come through 
the Catholic organization. It came 
as he read the Bible, and then 
found other Christians who be- 
Feved the Bible and then found 
the Christ of the Bible.

3. Roman Catholics Them-

There is a kind of unity among 
the loyal adherents of the Catho- 
lic Church, but it is not Christian 
unity.

response. The unity of Catholics | 


is like the unity in a penitentiary. 
The prisoners have someone to 
tell them what to do. They are 
told when to get up, when to 
march to the playground, when 
to go to meals, and when to rise. 
They are fed not what they want, 


but what prison officials decide 
is proper on the budget that is 
provided. Prisoners have some- 
thing in common: they have the 


same kind of bars on their cells, 
the same concrete floor, the same 
smell of disinfectant. 


I am saying that Catholics do 
not know the kind of unity which 
is very common among Bible-be- 
lieving Christians. Have a bunch 
of Catholics together; now try 
to have a testimony meeting and 
try to get them to rise with joy 
in their faces and tell how God 
has answered their prayers. A few 
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Catholic Pope's Claim . . . 


Catholics, thank God, have had 
such experiences. They seem queer 
to other Catholics and that is 
not the ordinary thing. 

Other Christians find a com- 
mon bond in the Bible. But sadly 
I have found that the average 
Catholic family does not even have 
a Catholic Bible. If they have 
one, they are not free to ‘study 
it and find what God Himself 
means to tell them. They are to 
believe the Bible teaches only 
what the chureh tells them it 
teaches. The simple truth is that 
the Catholic Church through the 
centuries has usually forbidden 
Catholies to study the Bible and 
now in our Ameriean civilization 
public enlightenment has made it 
so they must give permission for 
Catholics to read the Bible. Catho- 
lics generally are not encouraged 
to read it and generally do not 
read it. 

I Pemember I talked to a beauti- 
ful and cultured Catholic lady in 
Washington, D. C. A question 
came up about the Bible and I 
said | weuld ask her a question. 
She threw up her hands and 
laughed deprecatingly and _ said, 
“Oh po! I don’t know a thing 
about the Bible. Now on the Pray- 
er Book,” she said, “I am pretty 
good. But I don’t know anything 
about the Bible.” I say that that 
attitude is rather characteristic of 
good Catholics. Those who are 
not good Catholics are not usually 
good on the Prayer Book, even. 
Catholics are not usually tied to- 
gether by one common experience 
of conversion. They are not com- 
monly tied together with a sweet 
enjoyment of the same Scripture 
truths. Catholics generally believe 
in the virgin..birth, and I thank 
God that they do, but that is 
emphasized..primarily in order to 
emphasize Mary, and not neces- 
sarily to emphasize the deity of 
Christ. 

And in most of the Catholic 
countries in the world, as in South 
American countries, priests sys-

And 
that attitude is the general Catho- 
lic attitude around the world ex- 


cept in a very few enlightened 
spots where culture makes for 
‘more human freedom than will 


permit that degree of servility.

burned, and many a believer has 
been beaten and others tortured 
and killed. There is no more unity 
among Catholics than the kind of 
unity of communist-inspired mobs 
in Castro’s Cuba. 


Do not misunderstand me. I 
do not mean that Catholics are 
communists, or that the Catholic 
Church generally favors commu- 
nism. I mean that the priest-led 
mobs who killed Christians who 
read the Bible in South America 
are the victims of mass superstitu- 
tions and mob rages such as simi- 
lar mobs in Cuba are, who storm 
the homes of Americans. 


You speak of unity among 
Catholics. But President Kennedy 
does not agree with the Catholic 
dogma that every head of state, 
if a Catholic, must be subject to 
the pope in his official duties. On 
this matter Catholics in America 
do not very well agree with Catho- 
lics in Italy. 

The true and loyal Catholic 
knows nothing of the great free- 
dom in Christ. He does not know 
that he can come personally to 
Christ and get forgiveness with- 
out any reference to the priest or 
the church or the mass or the 
confessional. He does not know the 
great freedom taught in that 
Seripture, I Timothy 2:5 and 6: 
“For there is one God, and one 
meditator between God and men, 
the man Christ Jesus; Who gave 
himself a ransom for all, to be 
testified in due time.’ He does 
not know that he ean go to Christ 
directly and that Christ has made 
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| Catholic he knew, had sweet peace 


peace between him and God. No, 
the Catholic Church has put Mary 
in there as a intermediary and 
the saints and the priests and the 
church. 


I can read the Bible and ask 
God's blessed Spirit to help me 
understand it. That is exactly 
what Jesus taught His disciples, 
that “when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into 
all truth” (John 16:13). But that 
blessed and intimate fellowship 
with the Holy Spirit leading him 
to understand God’s Word, the 
Catholic is not free to have. He 
cannot go to the Bible and find 
whether it is proper to eat meat 
on Friday or during Lent—no, 
he must go to the church who 
has established the man-made 
rules. 


So the Catholic has little ac- 
quaintance with Christ, little de- 
pendence on the Holy Spirit. It 
is a big church, a big priesthood, a 
little Jesus. It is a big Mary but 
a little Saviour. It is big law but 
little grace.

That young man went to bed 
that night but tossed in torment 
for hours. Could no one then have 
any assurance of forgiveness? Was 
there no certainty of salvation 
through the blood of Christ, to 
one who trusted in Him? And in 
his groping mind there came again 
the Scripture of Hebrews 10:10: 
“By the which will we are sancti- 
fied through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for 
all,” and there he put his trust 
in the Lord Jesus alone and had 
the peace that he could not have 
by Catholic dogma. 

I have, from time to time, con- 
tact with Catholics whom I greatly 
love and respect. Many of them 
are noble, good people and some 
of them, I believe, are devout 
Christians, by which I mean that 
inspite of all the false teachings 
of the traditions of the church, 
they have seen through the dark- 
ness and have come to personally 
trust in Jesus Christ and His aton- 
ing blood, and have rested in that 
and have peace as born-again 
children of God.
